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A GREAT SUNDAY SCHOOL CONVENTION 


Breaking all known attendance records for Sunday 
School conventions, the Assemblies of God Tenth National- 
First International Sunday School Convention, held in 
Springfield, Missouri, on rch 25-28, 1952, chalked up a 
total of 9,184 registrations. Actual attendance at the con- 
vention exceeded 10,000. 

Simultaneous meetings, held in three of Springfield’s 
largest auditoriums, provided a full  peoees om which 
the delegate might choose. Twenty-nine different confer- 
ences, morning and evening sessions, and the forty-six 
booths in the two exhibition rooms of the “Sunday School 
World’s Fair” packed the three-day gathering with inspira- 
tion and information. 

The city of Springfield threw its doors of welcome open 
wide to the delegates, reg om | pennants of welcome over 
the streets, putting special displays in store windows, using 
“Welcome, Delegate” menu covers, etc. Providing an im- 
pressive congregational Syne was the convention cate- 
chism, which was printed in the program. The chairman 
of each service posed a question to the congregation, which 
answered the question by quoting in unison from a scrip- 
ture passage or from the Assemblies of God Teacher’s Cove- 
nant. In most instances, the afternoon conferences and 
workshops were packed out with note-taking delegates. 
Extra conferences were conducted during morning services 
to help accommodate the large delegation and to make it 

ossible for many to attend extra afternoon conferences, 
f they so desired. 

In the last morning session of the convention a vote of 
confidence was taken and the congregation unanimously 
accepted the plan that a national Sunday School conven- 
tion be held every other year rather than every year. On 
the alternate years, the first of which will be 1953, six 
regional conventions will be held in the followin repens 
Southeast, South Central, Southwest, Northwest, North 
Central, Northeast. In these conventions the National Sun- 
day School Department will bring a headquarters conven- 
tion to the people. Theme for the conventions will be “Sun- 
day School Advance!” 

RULES OF A SUCCESSFUL MARRIAGE 

Judge Joseph Sabath, an outstanding figure in the Court 
of Domestic Relations, has had a long and varied experi- 
ence with the affairs of broken homes and wrecked mar- 
riages. He has presided for twenty years over what he calls 
“the nightmare world of the divorce courts.” He says: 

“Ninety thousand people, who have come to the parting 
of the ways through bitter recriminations, have stood be- 
fore me to testify of broken homes, sordid betrayals, and 
the unbelievable rancor which cause separations. 

“Out of my fifty years of married life and my twenty 
years as a divorce jurist, I have framed a decalogue for 
those who are married or are contemplating it, which I 
think would prevent at least 90 percent of the marital 
smashups. 

“Here to me, are the rules of a successful marriage: 

“1. Bear and forbear. 

“2. Work together, play together, and grow up together. 

“3. Avoid the little quarrels, and the big ones will take 
care of themselves. 

“4. Compromise (give and take). It is the antitoxin of 
divorce. 

“5. Practice sympathy, good humor and mutual under- 
standing. 

“6. Don’t grouch before breakfast or after it. 

“7, Respect your “in-laws,” but don’t criticize them or 
take criticism from them. 

“8. Establish your own home, even in a one-room flat. 

“9, Fight for each other, but not with each other. 

“10. Build your home on religious faith, with love and 
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forgiveness as the watchwords.” 

The Lord’s Word, through the apostle Paul, to saved 
wives and husbands is: “Wives, submit yourselves unto your 
own husbands, as it is fit in the Lord.” 

“Husbands, love your wives, and be not bitter against 
them.”—(Colossians 3:18, 19)—NOW.

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“Soul Winning’

TEXT: Mark 2:3, “And they come 
unto him, bringing one sick of the 
palsy, which was borne of four.” 


INTRODUCTION: To my mind there 
are four very outstanding character- 
istics requisite to soul winning. I am 
conscious of the fact that there are 
many and various ways in which we 
can win souls for t, but none so 
important to me as the four I shall 
mention in this article. 

May I call to your attention the 
fact that, in the case referred to, there 
were four men working at the a of 
getting this one helpless man to the 
Lord. To many, perhaps, the only 
meaning here is that four men 
brought a man to Christ. Well, omens 
the least of it, they got the job done, 
and that is the secret of any effort. 
But, my dear reader, let us compare 
these four men to four characteristics 
of a Christian’s life and work for God. 
May I F rage by comparing one of 
these four men to ‘our individual 
HOME LIFE; the second, to our BUSI- 
NESS LIFE; the third, to our SOCIAL 
LIFE; and last, to our CHURCH LIFE. 

Let us begin with the first charac- 
teristic, our HOME LIFE. Much de- 
pends on how we live in the home. 
When a man and his family fail to 
get along and be peaceable, his influ- 
ence is not good with his fellow man 
and his ge for winning souls is of 
no effect. The same man that said, 
“Husbands, love your wives,” said al- 
so, “Wives, submit yourselves to your 
own husbands.” Where this timely ad- 
vice is adhered to, the home life has 
a good chance to excel and be an in- 
fluence for good. It is only under such 
circumstances that a person can be at 
his best in the home. You can not be 
a soul winner and fuss and fume with 

our husband or wife. The world 
ows that a Christian home is where 
eace and —_ abounds. You may 
ool some of the people some of the 
time, but you cannot fool all the peo- 
ple all the time. 1 Tim. 5:8, “But if 
any provide not for his own, and 
specially for those of his own house, 
he hath denied the faith, and is worse 
than an infidel.” Then, to me, it means 
our individual family or home. There 
are great responsibilities in the home, 
and the world is watching our home 
life as much as anything. Proverbs 
22:6 says, “Train up a child in the 
way he should go: and when he is 
old, he will not depart from it.” Some 
seem to think their children have so 
many wild oats to sow; therefore, they 
let them have their way and give them 
money to go to the show or any place 
they care to go; instead of teaching 
them what is right, they allow them 
to do wrong. As a result, 7 are ill- 
mannered in the home, on the street 
and in the church. My friend, when 
you fail in your home and with your 
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family, you have failed God and your 
neighbor. You may have many other 
good Christian qualities, but if your 

home life is a failure, your other 
ualities do not count as they should 
or God. 

Now let us consider our BUSINESS

LIFE. In 1 Thess. 4:11 Paul instructs, 
“Study to be quiet and to do your own 


business.” Again in Proverbs 22:29 we- 


read, “Seest thou a man diligent in 
his business, he shall stand before 
kings.” Then in Rom. 13:8 we are ex- 
horted to “owe no man anything, but 
to love him.” In these scriptures we 
understand, first, that we should be 
quiet and composed, attend to our own 
business, and leave the other fellow’s 
alone. The trouble with so many to- 
day is they try to attend to everybody’s 
business but their own. But to i- 
ent in our own business and keep up 
date with our own affairs means a 
successful attractive business life. 
“Owe no man anything, but to love 
him” does not mean that it is wron 
to buy on time, but it is wrong, an 
bad wrong, to owe someone and fail 
to pay him. When grocery bills, car 
notes, and garage bills follow a 
reacher or a C jan, his influence 
or soul winning is ruined! David said 
that goodness and mercy would follow 
him all the days of his life. I trust 
the same will follow all Christians to- 
day, for “a good name is rather to be 
chosen than great riches.” Romans 12: 
lla says to be “not slothful in busi- 
ness”; that is, don’t neglect anything 
that requires attention. Don’t wait un- 
til the note at the bank is due; pay 


it a few days before. Then, the next 
time you want a loan, the banker will 
readily trust you. Never live above and 


thing unless you can see a good possi- 
bility of paying for it. As a matter 
of fact, Paul instructs that we do ev- 
erything by prayer—consult our heav- 
enly Father for His help and guidance. 
Good soul winners are generally good 
businessmen. If you had all the other 
qualities and failed to be honest, 
prompt, and dependable in your busi- 
ness affairs, your soul-winning efforts 
wouldn’t amount to very much. 


Now let us turn our attention to the 
third man, who may represent our 
SOCIAL LIFE. Here is shown the char- 
acteristic that pertains to our associa- 
tion with one another. The wise man 
said, “A man that hath friends, must 
show himself friendly,” and our Lord 
was a friend even to publicans and 
sinners. Jesus associated with all 
classes of people; none were too small, 
and none were too great. The rich 
and the nc gh the high and the low 
were treated alike by our Lord in every 

lace and all the time. He knew how 
o meet the intelligent and present the 
ospel, and He knew how to preach 
o the poor and unlearned. There were 
no big I’s and little you’s with Jesus. 
He made friends all over the country 
where He traveled. There are minis- 
ters who are great preachers, yet they 
are not sociable; therefore, it is diffi- 
cult for them to make any gains in 
any way. On the other hand, there 
are ministers who are not so great in 
their preaching, yet they are friendly, 
kindhearted and polite, and us y 
such preachers have large attendances 
and memberships in their churches. 
Therefore, soul winners should be. 
friendly to everybody, the tither and 
nontither, regular attendant and non- 
attendant. is is the way to make 
= attendants out of nonatten- 
ants. 


Many times the enemy tries to dis- 
courage a Christian by getting him to 
believe he is not appreciated, and 
cause him to neglect speaking to and 
being friendly with the are In this 
case others fail to speak to him, and 
this has continued with some until 
they requested their names dropped 
from the church roll. Soul winners 
never wait for others to speak first; 
they never wait to be entertained; 
they are always entertaining others. 
We may have all the other qualities 
of a soul winner and not be sociable, 
ag our ministry is very badly blight- 
ed. 

Last, but not of less importance is 
the fourth man, which may represent 
our CHURCH LIFE. A church life 
means a life separated from the 
world—a life backed up by our faith- 
fulness to all the teachings of our 
church. At any time we fail or miss 
the standard, the people lose confi- 
dence in us; therefore, we should be 
A kee in our attendance at Sunday 
School, prayer meeting, revivals, and 
all the regular services. During a great 
outpouring of the Holy Spirit in a cer- 
tain revival, a visitor, who was at- 
tending a holiness meeting for his first 
time, was very much attracted by the 
shouting of one of the worshipers.

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This being Sunday night, he returned 
Monday night e jially to see this 
person shout . . But that shouter 
wasn’t there! He returned Tuesday 
night, Wednesday night, and on 
throughout the week, but that person 
did not show up! Yet, on Sunday night 
the member was there with bells on, 
so to speak, and really got in on his 
part of the shouting. After the bene-

good and to be practiced. The more we 
practice and perfect them in our lives, 
the greater effect and influence we 
will have upon the world. 

The world is in serious trouble today 
because of unfaithfulness. Our own 
fair land of America is suffering un- 
told embarrassment and disadvantage 
because of unfaithful men who have 
failed in the business entrusted to 
them. Then, too, most of the embar- 
rassment we have suffered in the 
Church can be traced back to some- 
one’s unfaithfulness. My +’ is, 
let us be faithful to our church, the 
pastor, the members, the friends, the 
services, the teachings, the b ess 
meetings, the conferences, and the 

eneral and state programs in every 

epartment. In fact, if we would bring 
souls to Jesus, we must be faithful in 
all things—our home, business, social, 
and church life. Let us be soul win- 
ners.

WISCONSIN MAKES PROGRESS 


The Lord has blessed us with some 
of the best workers that could be ob- 
tained for this needy field. All that 
has been accomplished is accredited to 
their faithful efforts and the help of 
the Lord. When I came to the State 
last Assembly, there were 98 mem- 
bers; we now have 171. We have or- 
ganized 2 new churches, 3 Sunday 
Schools, and 3 new Y. P. E.’s, and 2 
Y. P. E.’s have been reorganized. The 
total attendance last month was 569 
for the Y. P. E. and 745 for the Sun- 
day School. We are now having ser- 
vices in Wausau, but have not orga- 
nized a church yet; we hope to by 
convention time. Since last conven- 
tion 78 have been converted, 38 sanc- 
tified, 37 filled with the Holy Ghost, 
24 baptized in water, and 58 added to 
the Church. We have advanced. from 
Group G to Group F, and our goal is 
29 more members to reach the next 
group.

be used as our place of worship. 
The building is in a lovely location, 
with the pareneee on the back of the 
church. It will seat approximately 250 
or 300 people by utilizing the balcony. 
It has a lovely basement, with a small 
auditorium, Sunday School rooms, 
nice modern kitchen, baptistry, and 
a one-year-old heating plant. This 
building is modern in every respect. 
Rev. E. R. Adams is the pastor of this 
church. For some seven or eight years 
the church has worshiped in store 
buildings, but, through the good work 
of Brother and Sister Adams and the 
good folks of Sheboygan, they will not 
be pushed around any longer. 

Rev. Bill Heron is pastor of the 
work at Green Bay and state youth 
director. We have had many compli- 
cations in trying to get a place to 
worship in this city of 100,000 popu- 
lation. Brother and Sister E. B. Wolff 
so willingly opened their home for 

rayer meetings, and we organized 
he church. In this state the building 
code is so hard to meet that it has 
been difficult to get a place to wor- 
ship. There were no buildings to rent 
—the only alternative was to move a 
building onto the lot we had pur- 
chased. The state building inspector 
would require first this thing, then 
something else, and for one and a 
half years we worked, until thev fin- 
ally granted the permit. We still had 
to meet the buil code, but, thank 
the Lord, in about two weeks we will 
mtg this building completed for ser- 


ce. 

We also have a church and faithful 
membership at White Lake. They 
have had 2 or 3 good revivals since 
my comin the State and 
have broken their Sunday School rec- 
ord several times. The attendance is 
now 104. At emg they are planning 
to enlarge their church and parson- 
age as soon as the weather permits. 

Recently, we receivéd an indepen- 
dent church of 37 members at Cran- 
don, Wisc., and they have just had a 
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2 weeks’ revival. There were 11 saved, 
and the Lord only knows what would 
have been the results had the snow- 
storm not prevented running the 
meeting on. Sister Ash conducted the 
revival. There Sunday School averages 
65 to 70, and the Y. P. E., 50 to 60. 
The building is a nice 30-by-60-foot 
frame structure, with a nice modern 
parsonage on the adjoining lot. Rev. 
F. S. Ash is the pastor, coming to us 
from Illinois. 

Then, we have a church building 
in Bloomington, where Rev. Wm. R. 
Collins is pastor. Brother and Sister 
Collins live in Prairie du Chien, about 
15 miles from Bloomington. They have 
an 34 Sunday School and Y. 
P. E. in Prairie, and we hope to get 
the church organized soon. The peo- 
ple are faithful in keeping up their 
quotas. 

Rev. Otis Huff is pastor of a Pen- 
tecostal group in Antigo that fellow- 
ships with us. Brother and Sister Huff 
work with us 100 per cent. The church 
there sent their mission offering to us 
last year to be used by our organiza- 
tion. They have sent in $50 so far 
this year on our mission program. We 
hope they will be a part of us soon. 

Last, but not least, is our work at 
Mosinee, with Rev. C. W. Garnett as 
pastor. The church has received 20 
new members into their fellowship 
since the convention, making them 44 
members. A few Sundays back I was 
privileged to be in a mission service 
there, and Brother Garnett received 
a $450 wg Also, they have just 
completed a 500 remodeling pro- 
gram on the church building, install- 
ing new drapes, celotex on the ceiling 
and walls, converting the coal fur- 
nace to oil, and finishing Sunday 
School rooms in the basement. The 
parsonage was also modernized by in- 
stallin 
in cabinets, new windows, doors, and 
back porch, with a garage built. The 
house was painted inside and out and 
new floor coverings, including inlaid 
linoleum for the kitchen, were in- 
stalled. Brother and Sister Garnett 
are hard workers and have a grand 
group of people with whom to work.

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CHIEF OF CHAPLAINS REPORTS ON 


KOREA 

The Chief of Chaplains, Major Gen- 
eral Roy H. Parker, who recently 
toured the battle areas of Korea, on 
an inspection tour in which he con- 
tacted some 90 per cent of the chap- 
lains on duty there, reports the mo- 
rale of the chaplains high and that 
these ministers uniform are shar- 
ing with the troops the difficulties 
and hardships of the war. General 
Parker met General Ridgway and oth- 
er commanders and reported their 
interest and support of the spiritual 
work among. the troops. The neral 
told of “Operation ot” in which 
many of the homeless children of Ko- 
rea were assembled and placed in 
orphanages by our U. 8. troops. The 
soldiers have contributed funds for 
these institutions to care for the chil- 
dren. One group of officers and men 
were so impressed by the singing of 
a Japanese Christian girl who fre- 
quently served as soloist for the chapel 
services at a church in Japan, that 
they took up offerings and made ar- 
rangements for her to have voice 
study in Yokohama. 

General Parker also told of the good 
treatment afforded Communist 

risoners of war by the U. N. authori- 

es. They receive food and clothing, 
and religious ministrations are pro- 
vided for them by the Department 
of the Army Civilian chapl » most 
of whom are missionaries. One of 
these workers had an average of five 
thousand for each of eight Sunday 
services, and also reported seven 
teacher-training classes with a total 
attendance of 794. Between 70 and 80 
per cent of the POW have signed pe- 
titions asking that they not be sent 
back to Communist-dominated coun- 
tries.

BILLION 

Various contributions made by 
54,000,000 Protestants, 28,600 Roman 
Catholics, and 4,500,000 Jews through 
their respective churches and syna- 
g es in 1951 reached a total of 
1,992,576,688, according to the annual 
estimate made by the Golden Rule 
Foundation. This is an increase of 
approximately $98,576,000, or 5.2 ) 
cent, over the amount given in 1950, 
as estimated for that year by the 
Russell Sage Foundation. Such con- 
tributions by living donors through 
their churches are approximately one- 
half of the total amount given from 
year to year for all religious, educa- 
tional, and welfare causes. On that 
basis, approximately 4 billion dollars 
was given in 1951 for tax exempt 
philanthropies.

HUNGARIAN LUTHERANS CLAIM 
SPIRITUAL RENEWAL 
BUDAPEST, Hungary—Since their 
“liberation” (by the Communists), the 
430,000 baptized members of the Lu- 
theran Church have “witnessed a very 
significant spiritual renewal,” accord- 
ing to the Hungarian Church Press, 
English-language news bulletin of the 
Protestant Churches in Hungary. Just 
prior to the — of the synod of 
the Lutheran Churc 
resignation of Bishops Turoczy and 
Szabo, and the inspector-general, Dr. 
Ivan Reok, were announced. Their 
laces were filled 4 those known to 
in sympathy with the Communist 
regime. At the synod a new constitu- 
tion was drafted for the Lutheran 
Church with a more “simple and ec- 
onomical” organization planned. Aim 
of the National Synod was given as 
follows: “to promote and strengthen 
the cooperation between the Church 


and the People’s Republic (Commu- ~- 


nist government).” The new Church 
laws, it was said, “would prove that 
we cannot be shaken in this love of 
our country.” 

The legislative synod was convened 
by Bishop Lazlo Deszery, the new 
leader, who stated in his opening ad- 
dress, that it was “the duty of the 
Church to perform full service in the 
Hungarian People’s Republic,” and 
that progress in the Lutheran Church 
has come “clarified and more re- 
alistic since the liberation.” 


A RICH SECRET KEPT 

How can a $30,000,000 beneficence 
be kept secret? Boston has the answer 
today. Thirty years ago, on his death- 
bed, George Robert te, president 
of the Cuticura Corporation, ordered 
that his firm contribute to charity 
“forever” $2 out of ever $3 of net prof- 
its. Furthermore, Mr. White requested 
that the public be told of his “human- 
itarian fund” only after the 30th an-

The Cuticura funds built the Boston 
Medical Library, constructed the Mas- 
sachusetts College of Pharmacy, pro- 
vided works of art for the museum, 
and paid for training of artists. Char-

Francis M. Putnam, assistant to th 
president, said that the announce- 
ment was being made “with the hope 
that other business firms will adopt 
a similar policy. We hope that bo 
labor and management will overcome 
the greed and opportunism of —- 
world by practicing some of the broth- 
erly love that was the motivating 
force behind our great nation during 
the centuries of its growth to a mighty 
world power.” 

$6,000,000,000 
SINCE REPEAL, THE COST OF 
LIQUOR-BRED CRIME 

“In epitomizing the record of the 

relegalized liquor traffic, the effect of 
the prohibition period is startling in 
evidence. First of all, the liquor traf- 
fic, sanctioned and protected by fed- 
eral, state, and local laws, ~~ = tre- 
mendous advantage over the fly-by- 
night status in the prohibition period. 
As a result there are today some 437, 
501 federal taxpaying retail liquor 
sellers in the United States, most of 
them placed squarely on community 
main streets and the nation’s high- 
ways to lure patronage of 25,000,000, 
000 motorists. Government sources ad- 
mit that millions of gallons are still 
sold ey despite repeal. 

“The liquor traffic since repeal has 
aid out $100,000,000 for advertising 
hrough press, radio, movies, and ev- 

ery other channel of publicity. (Not a 
line of liquor adve was permit- 
ted anywhere in the United States 
throughout the twelve-year period of 
national prohibition.) Students esti- 
mate that at least 50 per cent of 7 
uor consumption is —— due 

the artifi stimulation of the drink 
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makers’ advertising. 

“Liquor consumption is increasing 
at the rate of 500,000 gallons a day. 
The liquor traffic cost the American 
people last year more than $3,750,675, 
000. The total repeal-period liquor bill 
to date is $13,000,000, a great part of 
which was diverted directly from the 
normal income of thousands of re- 
tail merchants from necessities of life 
and wholesome luxuries. 

“The indirect cost of liquor for the 
repeal riod, in accidents, disease, 
destitution, premature deaths, reduced 
earning power of labor, and lowering 
of living conditions in many homes, 
due to a is estimated at not less 
than $4,000,000,000. It is now estimated 
on the basis of wide investigation that 
at least $3,000,000,000 of taxpayers’ 
money ~~ ——_- for relief since re- 
peal has been taken by the liquor 
traffic from alcoholic victims. 

“The cost of liquor-bred crime in 
the United States since repeal may be 
conservatively estimated as in excess 
of $6,000,000,000, which is 10 per cent 
of the $60,000,000,000 cost of all crime 
so reckoned by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. 

“Liquor has caused 4,000 traffic 
deaths since repeal, involving a $2, 
000,000,000 economic loss. The liquor 
traffic has seriously affected the 
farmers’ market. While during the 
prohibition period consumption of 
milk increased by 212 pounds per cap- 
ita per year, the National Dairy Coun- 
cil reported a four and one-half bil- 
lion ay = drop in milk consumption 
for the first years beginning with the 
repeal period. A Government survey 
indicates a 27 per cent undernormal 
consumption of milk in leading cities. 

“A large proportion of saloon pa- 
trons are lured from the labor ranks, 
with resulting decreased efficiency, in 
many cases complete disqualification 
through physical impairment. 

“Youth and women have been made 
the particular target of the liquor 
traffic since repeal. As a result, home 
accidents have greatly increased, cas- 
es of juvenile delinquency have 
mounted, and women victims of alco- 
holism have multiplied. 

“Le da liquor has again become 
an ou ding aid to commercialized 
vice and prostitution. According to the 
American Social Hygiene Associa- 
tion: ‘Since repeal of federal prohi- 
bition laws, the old alliance between 
prostitution and the saloon has been 
renewed with enthusiasm on both 
sides.’ 

“Nation-wide gambling has staged 
a tremendous comeback with the re- 
emg 8H saloons. The gamblers got 
more t $6,600,000,000 of the peo- 
ple’s money last year alone. 

“The relegalized liquor traffic is a 
most serious obstacle to increased 
home building. The money spent for 
liquor since re could have fi- 
nanced the buil of 2,500,000 five- 
thousand-dollar homes.”

SCRIPTURAL BASIS FOR THE 
WEEK: Deuteronomy 6:4-9. 

TIME: This devotional period can be 
conducted at morning, noon, or 
evening whichever is the most 
convenient for the family. The 
length of family devotions will 
vary, depending upon the type of 
method and how many are par- 
ticipating. The average is about 
five to ten minutes. 

LEADER: The responsibility of con- 
ducting family worship rests with 
the parents of the home. The 
leadership should consider the re- 
sponsibility a sacred one, makin 
this period one of devotion and o 
enriching each participant’s life. 

SUGGESTIONS: 

1. Reading from the Holy Bible, 
with explanation an com- 
ments, is considered the ideal. 

2. Where there are small chil- 

dren, the reading from a Bible 
story book is practical. By start- 
ing to read the book from the 

beginning, it gives the child a 
very good knowledge of the Bi- 
ble. Other books, such as stories 
on the Old and New Testament 
or Bible characters, are also 
helpful. 

. Reading a short passage from 
the Bible and then if there are 
small children, a short sto 
can be read for their interest. 
This story need not always be 
a Bible story, but of a religious 
nature. 

4. Devotional books and pam- 
phliets are excellent for guid- 
ance. 

5. It is practical to follow the 
weekly lesson series as found in 
Sunday School quarterlies. This 
builds up an excellent back- 
poe for the Sunday School 
esson the following Sunday. 

6. The “Promise Box” can be

one to share in reading the 
Scripture.

Although Brother DeVore left 
home at the age of 15, he has man to ob- 
tain a high school education, and did some 
college work at the University of Dayton, Day- 
ton, Ohio, and also at Lee College. 





My text is found in 2 Cor. 4:5. “We 
reach not ourselves, but Christ Jesus 
he Lord: and ourselves your serv- 
ants for Jesus’ sake.” The apostle Paul 
said, “We preach Christ,” 1 Cor. 1:23. 
Every minister should preach Christ; 
any other message is vanity and will 
not meet the need of the human soul. 
“Neither is there salvation in any oth- 
er; for there is none other hame un- 
der heaven given among men, where- 
by we must be saved,” Acts 4:12. There 
are many religions, and preachers to 
back them up, but there is only one 
NAME under heaven by which men 
may be saved from sin and darkness. 
That name is “Jesus.” Paul said Jesus 
sent him to open the eyes of the blind, 
“to turn them (the Gentiles) from 
darkness to light, and from the pow- 
er of Satan unto God, that they may 
receive forgiveness of sins, and er- 
itance among them which are sanc- 
tified by faith that is in me,” Acts 26: 
18. Many pulpits today have been giv- 
en over to ae ogee logic, meta- 
physics, psyc ology, and other “olo- 
gies” and “isms,” but the church that 
rejoices with the shouting of newborn 
babes in Christ is that church whose 

ulpit is ablaze with the fire from 

eaven because the minister preaches 
Christ! 

I find that it is one thing merely to 
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know about Christ and another thing 
really experimentally to know Him. 
Some are well read on the life, death, 
resurrection, teachings, and the per- 
son of Jesus Christ; yet, sad to say, 
they do not know Him. To know Him 
is to love Him, and to love Him is to 
obey His Word, and to obey His Word 
is to walk in the light of God’s will. 
The Bible tells us that “as many as 
are lead by the Spirit of God are the 
sons of God,” and, “If we have not 
the Spirit of Christ, we are none of 
his.” Jesus said, “If ye love me keep 
my commandments, and I will pray 
the Father and he will give you an- 
other Comforter, that he may abide 
with you forever, even the Spirit of 
truth, whom the world cannot receive 
because it seeth him not, neither 
knoweth him; but ye know him; for 
he dwelleth with you, and shall be in 
you,” John 14:15-17. 

In the wilderness, the Israelites 
could see the cloud by day and the 
pillar of fire by night. If a mother in 
Israel awoke in the dark hour of the 
night and felt afraid, all she had to 
do was tiptoe to the door of the tent, 

eer out into the heavens, and, lo, 
here would be the pillar of fire. There 
was nothing to be fearful about; God 
was still there. God was with His peo- 
ple then. Now He dwells in His people. 
Jesus said, “He shall be in you.” In 
Acts 5:32 Peter said, “We are his wit- 
nesses of these things; and so also is 
the Holy Ghost, whom God hath given 
to them that obey him.” Thank God 
for knowable, feelable, shoutable, 
heartfelt, heart-dwelling, soul- 
stirring, soul-filling, soul-satisfying 
salvation. It is of the heart as well as 
of the mind. It satisfies the soul as 
well as the intellect. Only this sal- 
vation through Jesus Christ can sat- 
isfy the heart cry of the human soul. 
Education cannot do it. Morality can- 
not do it. Money cannot do it. Jesus, 

raise God, can do it! He saves! He 
eeps! He satisfies! 


When I come to the end of the way, 
and the rider of the pale horse says, 
“Go with me,” if I have Jesus I can 
sing, “O Death, where is thy sting? 
O Grave, where is thy victory?” Some 
men go after the dollar as though 
they were going to live down here for- 
ever. I want something besides dollar 
bills on which to pillow my head when 
my time comes to go. Oh, let me feel 
the flowing of the blood and the stir- 
ring of the Spirit and hear the swish- 
ing sound of angels’ wings coming to 
bear me home! Hallelujah! That will 
do for me. 

In the early days of Pentecost, God 
did not use the men of “lower learn- 
ing” or “worldly learning,” but men 
of “higher learning,” men of “learn- 
ing from heaven”—fishermen and 
tent builders tutored by Jesus Christ 
filled with the Holy Spirit, and sent 
forth to preach everywhere. They did 


not preach in the great swelling words 
of men’s wisdom, but rather in the 
demonstration and power of the Hol 
Ghost that the glory might be to God. 
Notice what the Bible says: “They 
went forth and preached everywhere; 
the Lord working with them and con- 
firming the word with signs follow- 
va ark 16:20. 

e leaders of the religions of that 
day said, “These that have turned the 
world upside down are come hither 


also,” Acts 17:6. When you turn the 
devil’s apple cart over, you are going 
to hear him squawk. e preaching 


of the disciples enraged the dignitar- 
ies of the established sects of the day, 
but they had to take knowledge that 
these men “had been with Jesus.” 
They not only knew about Him, they 
knew Him, and the world knew that 
they knew Him. When you really know 
Jesus, the world will know it. ere is 
a song, “I said I wouldn’t tell it to a 
living soul, how He brought salvation 
when He made me whole, but I found 
I couldn’t hide such love as Jesus did 
impart.” So, “let your light so shine 
before men that they may see your 
ood works and glorify your Father 
n heaven.” If you are to keep the 
light of His love, you must let it shine. 
Some a have their lights hid un- 
der a el. They are too b mak- 
ing money and having a big time in 
the world to shine. Some are too busy, 
and some are too lazy! Brother, Sister, 
don’t let anything keep you from 
shining for Jesus! 

We preach a living Christ. If he did 
not rise, “we are of all men most mis- 
erable.” There must be no guesswork 
about this thing. We must know. This 
is a matter of eternal importance. 
Many are yet “dead in their trespasses 
and sins.” They are still dead sin ~ 
because they do not believe in the 
living Christ who alone can deliver 
them. How do I know that He is liv- 
ing? Because I have been delivered 
from sin. I am no longer dead in sin. 
“Having been made free from sin and 


-become a servant. to God, I have my 


fruit unto holiness and the end ever- 
lasting life.” I boast in the Lord! I was 
blind, and now I see! I was dead, and 
now I am alive. By a transformed life, 
by deliverance from sin, by joy un- 
speakable, by peace passing the un- 
derstanding, by the witness in my 
heart, and by the edifying unction of 
the Holy Ghost I know beyond any 
doubt, beyond any question, beyond 
all argument, my Lord is living! “He 
lives; He lives; Christ Jesus lives to- 
day. He walks with me and talks with 
me along life’s narrow way. He lives; 
He lives, salvation to impart. You ask 
me how I know He lives. He lives with- 
in my heart.” According to the apostle 
Paul, in Romans 6:20-22, “When ye 
were the servants of sin, ye were free 
from righteousness (that is, you 
sinned and could not live a righteous 
life).

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Tornado Destroys the Blytheville, 
Ark., Church of God

On March 21, 1952, a series of tor- 
nadoes swept through the state of 


Arkansas abama, Missouri, Tennes- 
see, Mississippi, and Kentucky, leav- 
ing in their wake over 200 people dead 
and hundreds seriously injured, plus 
millions of dollars’ damage. Arkansas 
was the hardest hit state of all. The 
tornadoes started in the southwest 
corner, swept through the State di- 
agonally, and roared out the north- 
eastern tip, leaving death and de- 
struction all along their path. 


Somehow the tornadoes missed all 
the Churches of God but the one in 
Blytheville, Ark., which was a 
in September of 1950. It just hap- 
pened that my immediate family and 
I were on a week-end trip from Lee 
College to the home of my parents, 
which is approximately five miles 
from Blytheville. Perhaps God saw fit 
to plan it thus that an outside wit- 
ness could see the damage wrought 
by the tornado. 

The only thing left standing of the 
church was part of the front. The 
back had been blown out, and the two 
side walls had crumbled, with the roof 
settling, destroying most of the 
church furniture that had been ac- 
cumulated. To really understand what 
the destruction of this church meant 
to the Blytheville cee am you must 
know some of the circumstances sur- 
rounding the organization of the 
church. 

It seemed that all efforts were fu- 
tile to establish a Church of God in 
Blytheville, until Brother Darrell 
Froud, with his family of seven chil- 
dren, volunteered to go there and be- 
gin the work. Arrangements for a lot 
were completed, and Brother Froud 
pitched tent and began holding 


services. People were converted; a 
small block building was erected; and, 
in September of 1950, a church was 
organized. Some who had been con- 
verted joined the church, and others 
transferred from churches in more re- 
mote sections of the State. The work 
prospered, and the people grew stron 

in faith. To indicate the faith an 

outlook of the church, the brethren 
did not put a permanent back in the 
church, but left it so they could easily 
expand. It seemed that at last the 
church was to prosper, but, then, what 
seemed like tragedy struck. The pas- 
tor was stricken with arthritis so bad- 
ly that he could not walk, but he re- 
fused to quit. He had the few faith- 
ful brethren carry him into 
the church, and in spite of his phy- 
sical agony, he preached while sitting 
in a chair. The spirit of the man in- 
spired the people, and the church 
continued to prosper. Within a year 
and a half from the date of its or- 
ganization, it was leading the State 
in Sunday School attendance. 

As most of the work on the church 
was done by its members and friends, 
they were soon able to pay for it. 
Then a parsonage was erected. On 
March 21 came the destructive tor- 
nado, and the only part of the church 
left standing was a section of the 
front—a mute memorial to _ the 
prayers, work, and sacrifice of poor, 

umble, hard-working ple who 
had seen the growth of their church 
from its beginning. People who were 
not accustomed to crying shed tears, 
for a part of their lives was destroyed. 
The tears, however, were not tears of 
dejection and hopelessness, for, after 
all, the church was the place where
